The National General Assembly 
of .the Church of God in Christ 
passed a _ resolution that if 
enforced will do more to unify 
the largest Black Pentecostal 
Denomination than any other 
effort made by the legislative 
body in the past four (4) years.

RESOLUTION NO. 3 


WHEREAS, the expansion of 
the Church of God in Christ has 
become phenominal, and 


WHEREAS, there are more than 
a hundred bonna fide 
jurisdictions now on record, and 


WHEREAS, most states are now 
divided into several jurisdictions 
within the state. 


THEREFORE BE IT 
RESOLVED THAT all 
fellowships in any jurisdiction be 
abolished and instructed to work 
in peace with some bishop.

This decision will encourage 
state jurisdictions to develop a 
stronger judiciary system for 
handling its internal desputes.

David Wilkerson is the infamous 
country minister who left his 
small but fast growing 
congregation in the late 1950’s 
to come to New York City to 
labor for the Lord in the ghettos 
with drug addicts, delinquents, 
and other troubled youth. Out 
of this ministry grew teen 
challenge, a Christian 
organization for youth with 
chapters in major. cities 
throughout the world. 


David Wilkerson was first moved 
to this kind of youth work 
during the famous trial in New 
York City where seven boys 
were on trial for the brutal 
attack and murder of a fifteen 
year old polio victim. They had 
stabbed their victim seven times 
with their knives, then beat him 
over the head with Garrison 
Belts. Wilkerson went to New 
York to help those boys. He 
started what seemed a lonely 
and seemingly doomed crusade.

He went into the streets and 
slums of New York to preach of 
redemption to the Big city’s 
gang kids - teenagers hardened to 
every kind of crime and 
viciousness 


At first they sneered and 
threatened him. Then one day 
the miracle he needed happened 
and a rowdy group of tough 
gang members watched as their 
leaders knelt in the street and 
prayed. Today Wilkerson is 
responsible for producing the 
fastest growing youth movement 
in America. He is also well 
known as a_ speaker and 
respected authority on the 
younger generation.

WHAT DID JESUS REALLY 


SAY?

“I have noticed that sometimes a 
saying of Jesus is recorded 
differently when it is reported in 
more than one Gospel. How can 
this be if the Bible is inspired?” 


I remember what a surprise it 
was when as a young man I 
discovered this very fact. I was 
studying a parallel edition of the 
Gospels and almost from the 
outset was faced with the 
problem that while the Gospel 
writers did not really change the 
gist of what Jesus said, they did 
not put out the same words in 
His mouth. Somehow I felt that 
where Scripture introduced a 
saying with the formula “Jesus 
said’? we should expect to have 
the very words of Jesus. 


I am not sure whether I would 
have been even more confused if 
I had known at the time that 
Jesus did not speak in the 
language in which the New 
Testament was written. At the 
very first stage of transmission 
translation into a  foreigr 
language was involved. 


It will be well to supply an 
example or two for purposes oi 
comparison. 


Matt 9:2: “Take heart, my son; 
your sins are forgiven.” Mark 
2:5: My son, your sins are 
forgiven.” Luke 5:20: ‘Man, 
your sins are forgiven you.” 


Matt 24:15: “So when you see 
the desolating sacrilege spoken 
of by the prophet Daniel. 
standing in the holy place.” 
Mark 13:14: “But when you see 
the desolating sacrilege set up 
where it ought not to be.” Luke 
21:30: “But when you see 
Jerusalem surrounded by armies, 
then know that its desolation 
has come near.”’ 


It is obvious that these parallel 
passages are not verbally the 
same. It is also obvious that they 
communicate the same _ basic 
idea. The question raised is how 
can we accept the _ verbal 
differences and still maintain a 
doctrine of inspiration. It would 
seem that Jesus either said 
exactly what the Gospel writer 
wrote that He said or He did 
not. In that case, if Mark is 
accurate, how could Matthew or 
Luke give us a-different set of 
words? 


I believe it will be helpful to 
reflect that the doctrine of 
inspiration has to do with that 
superintending activity of the 
Holy Spirit upon men chosen by 
God so that what they wrote is 
trustworthy and authoritative 
(cf. Carl Henry’s article on 
inspiration in Baker’s Dictionary 
of Theology, pp. 286-289). 
Inspiration does not guarantee 
that the gospel writers recorded 
the ipsissima verba (the very 
words) “ot Jesus, [tits 
theoretically possible that a 
saying of Jesus could be 
accurately communicated by 
any one of several arrangements 
or words and phrases. Each 
would say the same but none 
would be exactly like another. 
Inspiration guarantees only that 
the way each writer chose to 
record the saying did not distort 
the meaning or in any way 
diminish the authority of the 
utterance. Inspiration provides 
us with an accurate and reliable 
account of what was said or 
done. The choice of individual 
words and their arrangement 
into meaningful phrases is the 
work of the writer. 


One additional consideration 
should be noted. Since we have 
none of the original documents 
of the New Testament how can 
we be sure that copyists down 
through the centuries have not 
distorted our Scripture? Once 
again, it is not the doctrine of 
inspiration that safeguards the 
transmission of the text. It can 
be -argued, of course, that God 
Scripture would also see to it 
that it would be accurately 
preserved in transmission. We do 
have, however, thanks to the 
continuing labors of textual 
critics, a remarkably accurate 
restoration of the original text. 
Some 5,000 Greek manuscripts, 
in part or in whole, are available 
for the painstaking work of 
reconstructing a text which for 
all practical purposes does not 
authenticate the reconstructed 
text. the science of textual 
criticism has placed in our hands 
what must be considered as a 
working duplicate of the 
original. A highly accurate copy 
of the inspired original gives us 
full confidence that the sayings 
of Jesus as recorded by the 
synoptists provide us with the 
ipsissima vox (voice) Jesus if not 
his ipsissima verba.

Zeal made us condemn many things we later found not to be 
necessarily sinful and now our pride is at stake. It should be 
understood that even professional sportsmen are not gambling 
when they participate, it is an occupation for which they are paid 
a salary.

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MOTEL PROPRIETOR 
URGES THEFT OF BIBLES 


LOUISVILLE, KY. — “Steal this 
book,’ reads the note on the 
front of a paperback Bible 
placed in each of the 40,000 


Days Inn motel rooms. 


The idea was the brainchild of 
Cecil Day, son of a Baptist 
minister and owner of the 
Atlanta-based chain of 200 
budget-priced motels. 


Each of his hotels—including 
those controlled by 
franchises—also features a local 
chaplain-on-call program, 
according to Dianne Aprille, 
Louisville Times staff writer. 


Most of the hotel managers and 
guests respect Day’s religious 
convictions. Fifty percent of 
those who pass through a motel 
end up taking the Bibles with 
them when they leave. 


Day estimates that close to 
600,000 Good News for Modern 
Man Bibles have disappeared 
from his motel rooms since 
1970, when Day dedicated one 
Ot, DiseMiirst, motels) jin 
Jacksonville, Fla. The Bibles cost 
Day 31 cents a piece, but he 
chalks it up as a_ good 
investment. 


“T’m sure they’ve helped a lot of 
people,’ Day says, adding that 
the number of “borrowed 
Bibles” has increased by 50 to 
60 percent since the “Steal this 
book” message was added.
